Made a Farce of Popular Government in the 

_ United States-—-Shall Alberta Take Warn- 

_ ing, in Time, From our Neighbor’s

- Shall the hydro-electric. power resources of 

ae be developed by private corporations or 
the Province 4s public enterprises? . 

_ At a time when the private power interests are 
becoming entrenched in this Province, the  citi- 
zens of Alberta would be well advised to consid- 
er the experience of our neighbors to the south. 
United States exprience shows that such interests 
yeadily become a corrupting influence which 
threatens to destroy the roots of popular govern- 
ment, and make of the word “democracy” a 
mockery.— (Editor). 


-—{From ‘'The Nation’’, New York) — 

We have occasionally shied bricks in the direction of the reorganized Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, and we feared that its investigation of the power in- 
terests’ lobby would amount ‘o little. The gentlemen of the lobby evidently 
«greed with us, for they toiled manfully to keep the investigation out of the 
hands of a Senate Committee. They expected to control it there. But the 
Federal Trade Commission went out and got the facts and the documents. 
They did a good job. They uncovered important facts. Despite the best ef- 
forts of a sleepy and incompetent press, they are making news. 

. Readers of Hearst newspapers—another onganization which we have of- 
ten dispraised—know what is being uncovered by the investigation. The 
Hearst newspapers have told them. Readers of few other papers know, for 
with amazingly few exceptions the other papers have slurred the story. We 
suggest that if our readers think it news, as we do, and have not seen it re- 
ported, they ask the editors of their newspapers why. 

Power Companies’ Lobby 

The Joint Committee of the National Utilities Association, composed of 
the National Electric Light Association, the American Gas Association, and 
the American Electric Railway Association, maintains in Washington a gi- 
gantic lobby, which in each of the past three years has spent in excess of 
$1,000,000 to oppose government ownership—‘‘to represent the utilities com- 
panies on all matters of pending legislation before Congress,’’ was 
the polite phrase used by the Joint Committee’s general counsel. This mil- 
lion dollar committee has been the heart and soul of the opposition to Federal 
development of Muscle Shoals. and Boulder Dam; and it has ex-Senators, ex- 
ambassadors, ex-governors, newspapermen, and universities on its pay roll. 

The lobby paid $7,500 to Richard Washburn Child, former United 

States Ambassador to Italy, to prepare an unsigned ‘‘booklet’’ opposing 

Federal development of Boulder Dam. It paid Earnest Greenwood, for- 

mer American agent of the League of Nations Labor Office, an ‘ ‘initial 

fee’’ of $5,000 to write a propaganda book, ‘‘ Aladdin, U.S.A.” published 
by Harpers. It paid ex-Senator Lenroot, of Wisconsin, at least two fees 


of $10,000 each to lobby for it among his former colleagues. It paid the 
law firm of Meechen and Vellacott, of Albuquerque, New Mexico, $5,299.66 
to ‘‘report’’ the Governors’ Conference on Boulder Dam at a time when 
Merritt Meechen, former Governor of New Mexico, was supposed to be 
representing the State of New Mexico at that Conference. It paid the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs $30,000 for an ‘‘urban and rural 
survey of homes.” It paid the Harvard Graduate School, in three years 
$62,000 for ‘‘research’’ which, after study of the views of the respons- 
ible professors, it felt-safe; and after equally careful study of the profes- 
sional field it contributed at least $62,500 (perhaps $95,000) to North- 
western University, $12,249.87 to the University of Michigan, $3,000 to 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, $5,000 to Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, and $33,000 to Harvard University. It has twenty-eight commit- 
ees working in thirty-eight States, teaching that ‘‘ government ownership 
is. the masked advance agent of communism.’’ 

Santue! Insulbiithe same Insull ‘who tried to buy a ‘seat in the United 
States Senate for Frank L. Smith of Ilinois—is the largest individual con- 
tributor to the million dollar fund, but one-quarter of all the utility compan- 
ies in the United States contribute to it, 


Try to Pin ‘‘Bolshevik’’ Label 

This national committee is only the capstone of the enormous propaganda 
structure maintained by the public-utility companies. The Illinois Committee 
on Public Utility information, founded by Mr. Insull, was one of the pioneers 
in the field, and it is admitted to have served as a model for the work in more 
than a score of other states. It was Rob Roy MacGregor of this committee 
who, when asked how to campaign against a Senator who believed in public 
ownership, penned the famous memorandum explaining: ‘‘My idea would be 
not to try reason, or Jagie, but to try to pin the Bolshevik idea on my oppon- 
ent,’’ 

Mr. MacGregor’s Committee was the pathfinder in work in the public 
schools. It began with a thorough study of textbooks dealing with public ut- 
ility questions. It circularized local companies urging them to set to work 
on local school boards and through personal friendships to have ‘‘bad’’ books 
removed. This, it reported, ‘‘is a very slow process but has to be gone 
through with.’’ Then it sought to prevent the publication of more ‘‘bad’? 
books, It urged its members to work through ‘‘personal friends in publish- 
Ing houscs.'’ It wrote letters to the universities and discovered just which 
professors were writing on the subject. It offered these budding authors 
honeyed bait to publish ‘‘reliable statistics’’ and aid in getting their books 
marketed. ‘“We have located,’’ the industrious committee reported, ‘‘prac- 
tically every textbook and also have found the textbooks in course of prep- 
aration, and have been able to be of considerable assistance to the writers of 
these books in providing them with valuable data.’’ Finally, as a result of 
persistent effort, B. J. Mullaney, of the Illinois committee, was able to re- 


report that it had got to the point where ‘‘625 Illinois high school, inore | 
than three-quarters of the total numbcr, use specially prepared utility-indus- | 


tries literature in classrooms.’’ 

In Connecticut a similar conimittee planted more than 10,000 grossly 
false public-utilities ‘‘catechisms’’ in seventy-six high schools; and in Penn- 
sylvania 30,000 sets of pamphleis, four to a set, were distributed among 
counry superintendents for use in the schools. Presumably similar practices 
have been followed in other States, but the witnesses have not yet appeared 
on the stand. 

The energetic Illinois committee not only arranged for its own selected 
speakers (1,137 specches in eighteen months) and distributed its tons of 
literature (5,000,000 pieces of literature before it was two years old); it 


elreulated blacklists similar to those used by the D.A.R. in the hope, ap- | 
parently, of keeping the public-ownership point of view from any expres- | 


sion whatever. 
Talk to Grade School Pupils. 
‘tis there any method of publicity not used by your organization?’ 
Judge Healy asked one of the propagandists. 
‘*Omly one that I know,’’ he replied, ‘‘and that’s sky-writing.’’ 
The Newspapers 
Of course, the newspapers were a rich field of cultivation. ‘Perhaps that 
explains their lack of interest in the investigation. The Illinois committee 
mails a weekly news service to 500 newspapers in Llinois. Keeping tab on 
its utilization has become expensive, but in its first year an average of 5,000 
column jinches of material prepared by the utilities committee lobby was print 
ed every month in the Illinois newspapers, and the second year, when the 
clipping service was discontinued, the rate was running higher still. The 


New England lobby reported that in 1927 7,208 column-inches of its material | 


—enough to fill 56 1-2 eight-column pages of solid reading matter—had ap 
peared in the news columns of New England papers, and 1,584 column-inches 
in the editorial columns. 
Expenses of Advertising 

Mr, Mullaney estimated that the utilities companies spend from $25,000, 
000 to $80,000,000 annually in direct advertising, and all the committees 
showed themselves insistent that local-utilities advertisers should maintain 
their contracts with Jocal editors. One of the most disheartening revelations 
of the investigation was the letter written by the advertising manager of 
David Lawrence's (United-States Daily) suggesting a $200,000 advertising 


campaign in that paper, and outlining a program by which the bills could be | 


charged to fifty-two local companies, ‘‘so that there could be no possible 
ground for criticism on the ground that one organization or institution was 
conducting a genera] campaign.’’ It is fair to Mr 
paper, although somewhat belatedly, has been printing the verbatim testi 
mony before the Federal Government 
000 advertising contract 

It has been charged that whole strings of newspapers were to have been 
bought in the interest of the public utilities. The charge has not been defin- 


itely proved. One of the chiet Wattremeés of this chatwe te the history of fra 
C. Copley, an Tilinois public-atilities magnate Who in 1996 sold out most of 
his utilities interests to Samuel Insull and went into the newspaper business. 
After purchasing one string of newspapers in Tilinois, he invaded California, 
buying three newspapers in San Diego and immediately Killing that one of 
them which had supported government ownership. When the charge was 
made, Mr, Copley published in his papers he statement that: 

‘*I have no connection with any public-utilities any where, and no con- 
n-etion with any companies (other) than the hewspaper business any- 
whert.’’ 

One month previous to making that statement, Mr. Copley had resigned 
as president of the Western United Gas and Electric Co., and of the South- 
ern Illinois Gas Company, and at the time of making it he still held prefer- 
red stock of the company to the value of $2,400,000, bonds to a value of 
$1,000,000, $70,600 in preferred stock of its holding company, and some 
50,000 shares of non-par-value Class A common stock—enovgh to assure 
himself of a directorship at any time he wanted it. Mr. Copeley’s editors, 
however, insisted that while they agreed with him in opposition to govern- 
ment ownership, he had never given them any intructions on the subject and 
they had written little about it. 

Legislatures and Politicians 
The Legislatures and politicians appear in the picture, too. <A letter found 
in the files of Robt. V. Prather, secretary-treasurer of various Illinois public- 
utilities associations, read: 

‘The Legislature is in session here, and it looks like a very stormy ses- 
sion and I could use handily a little ‘J. Walker’ to very good advantage, 
and it occurs to me that you could do me a very great favor if the first 
time you are coming west you would call on a friend of mine ‘in New 
York and bring me half a dozen.’’ 

That was in 1921, In 1926 Mr. Prather wrote another letter suggesting 
that he needed ‘‘something to sweeten up the palates of the legislaturc.’’ He 
did not explain whether he wanted ‘‘J. Walker’’, or what. 

The gentleman who placed the public utility catechisms in the Connecti- 
cut high schools, the commission discovered is also the publicity agent of the 
Republican State Committee. J. H. Bigelow, chairman of the Pennsylvania 
Democratic State Committee, got $1,000 from the lobby; John P. Connelly, 
of Vare’s Republican machine in Philadelphia, got $14,108. Walter H. 
Johnson, chairman of the Public Policy Committee of the Pennsylvania Elec- 
tric Association, an avowed lobbyist at the State capital, could not account 
for $20,226 which had passed through his hands. He thought he might have 
used some of it it watch ‘‘pinch bills’’—biHs introduced by legislators in or 
der to make the utilities come across.’’ 

‘Across with what?’’ he was asked. 

‘‘With cash,’’ he replied; but he insisted that he had ‘‘fallen for no 
pincher yet.’’ He explained, however, that he had kept no accounts, be- 
cause he did not want it known who got his money. 

Schools, press, legislatures—the power and utilities gentlemen had flood- 
ed the country with money and lies. The Government’s investment in Muscle 
Shoals has been hamstrung and the water still pours idly through Boulder 
Canyon—tributes to the success of the million-dollar lobby in fighting pub- 
lic development of natural resources.

FOREIGN LANGUAGE PRESS 


What really is the power of the 
press Is it really a factor in the 
mou:ding of public opinion? There are 
those who willstell you that it has lost 
its grip; that it has ceased to be a 
power in politics; that it is no longer 
the most puissant champion of right 
nor the most vigorous opponent of 
wrong. 

Yet prominent statesmen have been 
heard to say that their party suffers 
in certain districts because of an un- 
sympathetic press. The humanitar- 
ian who seeks a medium for the ad- 
vocacy of his cause to appeal to the 
sympathies of their equally indignant 
co-citizens through the editorial col- 
umns. And the power of the written 
word was acknowledged by the Alber- 
ta command of the Canadian Legion, 
when it discussed asking the author- 
ities to curb the circulation of foreign 
literature; or in the alternative (which 
is the proposal which, it was ultimate- 
l. agreed, should be recommended) 
that it be printed column for column 
with an English translation. 

The veterans’ concern seems praise- 
worthy, but their alarm somewhat un- 
necessary. It is subject to criticism 
cn the ground that, coming from such 
an organization as the British Empire 
Service League, it is suggesting a ra- 
ther un-British procedure. These men | 
all of whom have seen some kind of 
service abroad, will recall that news- 
papers and ‘‘literature’’ are printed 
in nearly every language under the 
sun throughout the British Empire. } 
Some of it is a vernacular press pub- 
lished for the British citizen whose 
language is not English; some of it is 
foreign languages for the information 
of the stranger within our gates. And 
in foreign countries where British peo- 
ple are wont to settle or to do bus- 
ness there are English language news- 
papers. On some of them, printed in 


. s 
Paris, these veterans themselves re- 


lied for their daily news while serv- 
ing in the trenches. 

.To deny a foreign-speaking citizen 
the right to read books and newspap- 
ers in his own language is surely too 
much to ask, although obviously the 
veterans’ idea is that it is desirable 
to know what matter these ‘‘foreign- 
ers’’ are circulating among themselv- 
es. 

But they may rest assured that ev-
